Washington, February 24—Threats 
of a break in the 
affiliated 
railroad 
employes’ organization militated today 
against the immniediate solution 
of 
the question before 
the 
representa­ 
tives of the 2,000,000 railway workers 
in conference here on President Wil­ 
son’s proposal for 
a settlement 
of 
their wage demands. 
Because of a wide spread diversion 
of views held by the 
committeemen 
called to Washington to confer on the 
White House policy, executives of the 
organization admitted that they did 
not know whether they could hold the 
strength they had gained when it was 
agreed ten days ago that the organi­ 
zations should affiliate to consider the 
proposal. 
In every conference it was said the 
demands for an appeal to the Presi­ 
dent to veto the railroad 
bill 
con­ 
tinued to grow more insistent. 
The leaders, therefore, were, 
con­ 
fronted with the task of explaining to 
the local chairmen the basic reasons 
for their tentative acceptance of the 
President’s plans, while the latter bit­ 
terly attacked the government’s pol­ 
icy and the manner in which they hnd 
dealt with the wage controversy. 
The leaders were also 
forced 
to 
combat the movement of the railroad 
element in several directions and they 
•aid it might take a definite form at 
any time. 
That the general commit­ 
teemen were not by any means united 
in favor 
of President Wilson’s 
pro­ 
posal was indicated by private dis­ 
cussions among the executives as to 
the course of action in the event the 
plan is rejected. 
President Wilson 
will not act im­ 
mediately on the railroad bill. 
It was 
announced at the 
White House today 
that he had directed that the measure 
be referred to the Department of Jus­ 
tice as soon as it reached 
thg White 
Houm* from (’ongrcss. 
The executive 
has ten days to pass upon the act-be­ 
fore it can become a law without his 
signature. 
It 
is generally expected 
that he will be urged 
by representa­ 
tives of the railroad brotherhoods and 
organized labor generally to veto the 
bill because of its labor and other pro­ 
visions. 
The 
railroad 
men oppose 
this measure because it provides 
for 
tri-partite labor boards whereas they 
desire to return to the old method of 
negotiations and decisions by repre­ 
sentatives of the workers and the rail­ 
roads^
